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Historical  and  Descriptive  Statement 

The  Southwestern  State  Normal  School  is  the  outgrowth 
of  an  Academy  first  opened  in  1852.  It  is  located  in  the  Bor- 
ough of  California,  a  town  beautifully  situated  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Monongahela  in  Washington  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Not  only  was  the  site  for  the  town  well  chosen,  but 
good  judgment  and  foresight  were  shown  in  the  plans  adopted 
for  the  present  and  future  improvement  of  a  village  that  the 
founders  felt  sure  would  grow  into  a  place  of  influence  and 
importance.  Within  the  last  decade  marked  progress  has  been 
made  in  improving  the  streets  by  paving.  Many  handsome 
edifices  have  been  put  up  in  recent  years,  including  two  of  the 
best  bank  buildings  and  two  of  the  largest  business  blocks  in 
the  Monongahela  Valley. 

California  attracts  families  seeking  good  educational  ad- 
vantages, together  w^ith  the  conveniences,  culture  and  comfort 
of  a  residence  town.  The  private  residences  recently  built 
are  in  keeping  with  the  imposing  new  business  houses  and  the 
town  is  rapidly  becoming  a  place  of  beautiful  homes.  No  sa- 
loons have  ever  been  opened  in  the  town  or  within  several 
miles  of  it. 

In  1865  the  Academy  was  chartered  by  the  State  as  the 
"South  Western  Normal  College".  About  three  years  later, 
August  26,  1868,  the  corner  stone  of  the  present  main  build- 
ing was  laid.  Gen.  John  W.  Geary,  then  Governor  of  Penn- 
sylvania, was  present  and  made  the  principal  address. 

On  May  26,  1874,  the  "Southwestern  State  Normal  Col- 
lege" was  recognized  by  state  authority  as  the  "Southwest- 
ern State  Normal  School"  for  the  Tenth  District,  composed 
of  the  Counties  of  Washington,  Fayette,  Greene  and  Somerset, 
and  the  first  class  of  two  members  was  graduated  in  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

The  school  now  occupies  a  group  of  seven  buildings.  The 
Main  Building  was  first  used  in  1870;  the  North  Hall  in  187^; 
the  South  Hall,  in  1876;  Science  Ball  in  1892;  the  Gymnasi- 
um in  1894,  and  the  Laundry  and  Power  Building  in  1899. 
The  campus  contains  about  12  acres,  and  shows  an  attractive 
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blending  of  grass,  flowers,  shrubbery,  shade  trees,  and  well 
constructed  grounds  for  games  such  as  tennis,  basket  ball,  etc. 
A  new  three-story  building,  Dixon  Hall,  used  as  a  dining  hall 
and  dormitory,  was  completed  and  first  used  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  term  of  1907.  It  is  80  feet  in  width  and  132  feet  in 
length  and  occupies  a  commanding  site  just  south  of  South 
Hall.  The  first  story  space  is  used  chiefly  for  a  dining  hall, 
accommodating  about  500  persons,  and  a  kitchen  with  neces- 
sary rooms  connected  therewith.  The  second  and  third 
stories  provide  dormitory  rooms  for  one  hundred  lady  stu- 
dents and  teachers.  The  basement  story  will  be  used  for  class 
rooms  and  for  storage. 


LOCATION. 

The  Southwestern  State  Normal  School  is  located  in  the 
Pittsburgh  district,  only  thirty  miles  direct  line,  fifty  miles  by 
steam  railroad  and  river,  from  the  Smoky  City.  The  school 
combines  the  advantages  of  a  comparatively  quiet  town  free 
.  from  large  mills,  with  that  of  close  proximity  to  the  many 
cities  and  towns  of  this  populous  region,  a  region  character- 
ized alike  by  industrial  thrift  and  educational  interest. 

Excellent  train  service  is  maintained  between  Pittsburgh 
and  California  on  the  Monongahela  Division  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad.  Trains  run  each  way  nearly  every  hour  of 
the  day.  Good  service  is  also  had  up  the  river  to  Rice's  Land- 
ing and  other  points  as  well  as  eastward  to  Uniontown,  Con- 
nellsville,  and  other  points.  A  trolley  line  from  Pittsburgh 
now  runs  to  within  three  miles  of  California.  It  is  now  be- 
lieved that  this  line  will  be  completed  as  far  as  California  at 
an  early  date.  The  Normal  School  is  located  only  a  few 
blocks  from  the  P.  R.  R.  station.

A  "unit"  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  suhject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a 
full  year's  work. 

(This  statement  is  designed  to^  afford  a  standard  of 
measurement  for  the  work  done  in  a  secondary  school.  It 
takes  the  four-year  high  school  course  as  a  basis  and  assumes 
that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty 
weeks,  that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length 
and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five  periods  a  week ; 
but,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work 
in  any  subject  can  not  be  accomplished  in  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  sixty-minute  hours  or  their  equivalent. 
Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can  nevertheless  esti- 
mate their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit). 

Students  admitted  to  the  First  Year  shall  have  a  fair 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  Reading,  Orthography,  Penmanshin, 
United  States  History,  Geography,  Grammar,  Physiology, 
Civics,  and  the  Elements  of  Algebra  to  Quadratics.  Test  by

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Conditions  of  Admission,  Etc. 

1.  Properly  certified  graduates  of  approved  Pennsylvania 
high  schools  of  the  first  grade  and  city  high  schools  as  listed 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  third  year  of  the  Four  Years'  Course  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal Schools  without  examination,  and  be  conditioned  in  the 
branches  that  have  not  been  satisfactorily  completed  by  such 
students. 

2.  Properly  certified  graduates  of  approved  Pennsyl- 
vania high  schools  of  the  second  grade  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  second  year  of  the  Four  Years'  Course  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal Schools  without  examination,  and  be  conditioned  in  the 
branches  that  have  not  been  satisfactorily  completed  by  such 
students. 

3.  Properly  certified  graduates  of  aoproved  Pennsylvania 
high  schools  of  the  third  grade  shall  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Four  Years'  Course  of  the  State  Normal  Schools 
without  examination,  and  be  conditioned  in  the  branches  that 
have  not  been  satisfactorily  completed  bv  such  students. 

4.  A  person  who  desires  to  be  admitted  to  the  second 
or  the  third  year  without  having  previously  attended  an  ac- 
credited high  school,  must  have  a  certificate  of  a  commis- 
sioned Superintendent  of  Schools,  showing  that  he  has  pur- 
sued the  branches  of  the  first  year  or  the  first  and  second 
years,  with  his  standing  in  those  branches,  or  must  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  by  the  Faculty  in  said  branches,  or 
be  conditioned  in  them.  But  the  studies  in  which  any  one  is 
conditioned  under  this  rule  or  any  of  the  rules  above,  shall 
not  foot  up  more  than  120  weeks. 

5.  If  the  Faculty  of  any  State  Normal  School  or  thf 
State  Board  of  Examiners  decide  that  a  person  is  not  pre 
pared  to  pass  an  examination  by  the  State  Board,  he  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  the  same  examinations  at  any  other  State 
Normal  School  during  the  same  school  year. 

6.  If  a  person  who  has  completed  the  State  Board  exam- 
inations required  for  admission  to  the  classes  of  any  year  at 
any  State  Normal  School  desires  to  enter  another  Normal 
School,  the  Principal  of  the  School  at  which  the  examination 
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was  held  shall  send  the  proper  certificate  to  the  Principal  of 
the  school  which  the  person  desires  to  attend.  Except  for 
the  reason  here  stated,  no  certificate  setting  forth  the  passing 
of  any  studies  at  a  State  Normal  School  shall  he  issued. 

7.  Candidates  for  graduation  shall  have  the  opportunity 
of  heing  examined  in  any  higher  hranches,  including  vocal  and 
instrumental  music  and  douhle  entry  bookkeeping;  and  all 
studies  completed  by  them  shall  be  named  in  their  certificate. 
Persons  who  have  been  graduated  may  be  examined  at  any 
State  examination  in  any  higher  l)ranchcs,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  certify  on  the  back  of  their 
diplomas  as  to  the  passing  of  the  branches  completed  at  said 
examination.  No  certificate  or  diploma  valid  for  teacliing 
except  the  one  regularly  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Exam- 
iners to  regular  graduates  shall  be  issued  by  any  State  Nor- 
mal School  or  any  person  connected  with  any  such  school. 

8.  A  certificate  setting  forth  the  proficiency  of  all  ap- 
plicants in  all  the  studies  in  which  they  desire  to  be  examined 
by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  prepared  and  signed 
by  the  Faculty  and  presented  to  the  Board.  Studies  that  have 
been  completed  at  a  high  school  shall  be  distinguished  by  the 
words  "high  school"  or  the  initials  ''H.  S."  A  separate  list 
of  each  class  shall  be  prepared  for  the  use  of  each  examiner 
together  with  a  separate  list  of  students  conditioned  in  any 
branch,  with  the  branches  in  which  they  were  conditioned  anfl 
the  grades  shall  be  indicated  in  every  list  where  substitution 
is  made  or  extra  branches  are  taken.  These  lists  shall  be 
ready  for  the  State  Board  before  the  examination  begins. 

9.  No  State  examination  shall  be  given  to  any  student 
on  part  of  a  year's  work  unless  the  study  is  completed,  but 
(except  in  the  last  year's  examination)  a  student  may  be 
conditioned  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  in  not  more 
than  two  subjects,  covering  not  more  than  one  period  of 
work  for  a  year.  Accurate  records  of  these  conditions  shall 
be  promptly  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
and  the  fact  that  the  students  thus  conditioned  have  taken 
up  such  subjects  and  passed  them  by  the  Faculty  shall  be 
certified  to  in  writing  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  before 
such  students  are  admitted  to  another  State  examination. 
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10.  Within  fifteen  days  after  the  examination  by  the 
State  Board  at  any  Normal  School,  the  Principal  of  the  school 
shall  send  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  a  complete 
list  of  all  who  have  taken  advanced  branches,  together  with 
a  list  of  these  branches,  also  a  list  of  those  to  whom  diplomas 
and  certificates  were  granted,  and  a  list  of  those  who  passed 
the  State  examination  in  any  year,  naming  the  year. 

11.  Graduates  of  State  Normal  Schools  in  the  regular 
course,  and  graduates  of  colleges  approved  by  the  College  and 
University  Council,  who  shall  satisfactorily  pass  the  Faculty 
and  State  examinations  in  the  course  required  therefor,  shall 
receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogics.  And  Bachelors 
of  Pedagogics  who  have,  after  receiving  such  degrees,  taught 
successfully  for  two  years,  and  passed  the  Faculty  and  State 
examinations  in  the  course  required  therefor,  shall  receive  the 
deg:ree  of  Master  of  Pedagogics. 

12.  Residence  for  the  last  two  years  shall  be  required 
of  all  students,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  Four  Years' 
Courses  in  colleges  approved  by  the  College  and  University 
Council,  who  may  be  graduated  after  one  year's  residence. 
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Courses  in  Instruction

Ancient  Languages. 

Latin  Academic  Courses. 

Courses  I-IV  are  the  courses  prescribed  for  Pennsylvania 
State  Normal  Schools.  They  are  also  in  harmony  with  the 
requirements  adopted  in  October,  1909,  by  the  Commission  on 
College  Entrance  Requirements. 

Latin  L — A  standard  first  year  Latin  text  is  used.  Pro- 
nunciation with  close  attention  to  quantity  and  accent.  Inten- 
sive drill  on  forms,  syntax  and  a  vocabulary  of  at  least  five 
hundred  selected  words.  Translation  from  Latin  into  English 
and  from  English  into  Latin.  Easy  prose  selections  and 
stories.    Translation  at  sight. 

Latin  IL — Caesar,  Gallic  War,  LIV  or  an  equal  amount 
selected  from  Caesar  (Gallic  War  and  Civil  War)  and  Nepos 
(Lives).  Review  of  first  year  forms,  syntax  and  vocabulary. 
Exercises  in  Grammar.  Prose  composition.  Translation  at 
sight.    Roman  history  of  the  period. 

Latin  IIL — Cicero,  Orations  for  the  Manilian  Law  and 
for  Archias,  together  with  the  orations  against  Catiline  or  an 
equal  amount  selected  from  Cicero  (orations,  letters  and  De 
Senectute)  and  Sallust  (Catiline  and  Jugurthine  War). 
Grammar.  Prose  composition.  Translation  at  sight.  En- 
glish derivatives. 

Latin  IV. — Virgil,  Aeneid  I,  IT,  and  either  IV  or  VI, 
together  with  the  rest  of  Aeneid,  I-VI  or  an  equal  amount 
selected  from  Virgil  (Aeneid,  Bucolics  and  Georgics)  and 
Ovid  (Metamorphoses,  Fasti  and  Tristia).  Prosody.  My- 
thology. Poetic  forms.  Review  of  Grammar.  Prose  com- 
position.   Translation  at  sight  of  prose  and  poetry. 
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Advanced  Courses. 

Two  courses — each  covering  a  year — are  offered.  They 
are  open  to  those  who  have  made  a  good  record  on  courses 
I-IV,  and  who,  in  addition,  can  show  commendable  pro- 
ficiency in  the  translation  at  sight  of  Latin  of  average  dif- 
ficulty. 

Latin  V. — General  Reading.  Cicero  (De  Sencctute  and 
selected  letters);  selected  readings  from  Virgil  and  Ovid; 
selections  from  Caesar  (Civil  War)  and  from  Nepos  (Lives)  ; 
short  characteristic  passages  from  important  authors  other 
than  those  mentioned  in  College  Entrance  Requirements,  re- 
view of  prescribed  readings  for  the  third  year  examination  be- 
fore the  State  Board.  Studies  in  Grammar.  Translation  at 
sight.    Prose  composition.    The  Private  Life  of  the  Romans. 

Latin  VL — Pedagogy  of  Latin.  The  course  is  designed 
to  give  a  general  survey  of  the  work  of  the  teacher  of  Latin 
to  discuss  his  problems,  to  broaden  his  scholarship  and  to 
suggest  desirable  methods.  Discussion  of  such  topics  as  the 
following : 

The  preparation  of  the  teacher  of  Latin ;  the  history  of 
Latin  scholarship ;  the  value  of  Latin  as  an  instrument  of 
education ;  the  place  and  aim  of  Latin  in  the  secondary 
school ;  the  history  of  Latin  literature ;  the  course  of  study  to 
meet  the  new  College  Entrance  Requirements ;  aims,  prob- 
lems and  methods  in  first  year  Latin  Caesar,  Cicero,  Virgil, 
prose  composition,  grammar  and  translation ;  distribution  by 
years  of  forms,  syntax  and  vocabulary ;  comparison  and 
criticism  of  text  books ;  examination  papers  .  collateral  read- 
ing and  the  use  of  reference  books,  maps,  etc. ;  special  and 
general  bibliographies. 

Selections  from  Virgil,  Cicero,  Ovid  and  Sallust ;  review 
of  the  prescribed  readings  in  Virgil  for  the  fourth  year  ex- 
amination before  the  State  Board ;  review  of  first  year  Latin 
(pronunciation,  forms  and  syntax)  ;  some  review  of  Caesar, 
Nepos  and  Cicero  from  the  teacher's  point  of  view. 

Prose  composition ;  oral  and  written  translation  of  pre- 
pared passages  and  translation  at  sight ;  practice  in  reading 
prose  and  dactylic  verse ;  written  reports  and  capers ;  observa- 
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tion  ill  classes  of  all  years  ;  practice  in  teaching  with  criticism 
by  members  of  the  class  in  Pedagogy  of  Latin  and  by  the  in- 
structor. 

II.   Psychology,  Pedagogy,  History  of 
Education. 

PROFESSIONAL  COURSES. 

1.  Psychology. — The  physical  basis  of  psychic  activity. 
The  nervous  system.  Nervous  elements.  Stimuli  Relation 
of  mind  and  body ;  elements  of  mental  life ;  sensation,  imag- 
ination, feeling,  walling;  laws  of  mental  life;  attention,  mem- 
ory, practice,  fatigue ;  expressions  of  mental  life :  thought  and 
movement,  perception  and  movement ;  complications  of  men- 
tal life:  perception,  ideation,  language,  judgment  and  reason, 
belief,  emotions,  conduct ;  religion :  art,  morality,  animal  mind, 
mental  diseases.

— Genetic  psychology,  the  application  of 
facts  learned  in  elementary  psycholoofy  to  the  training  of 
children,  nature  and  development  of  the  mind  during  child- 
hood and  adolescence,  training  the  teacher  in  the  concrete 
study  of  child  life,  growth,  health,  fatigue,  instincts  and 
habits,  interests,  heredity  control,  speech,  drawing;  peculiar 
and  exceptional  children,  religious  life  of  the  child.

— Ancient  and  modern  educa- 
tional systems ;  social,  ethic  and  religious  ideals  in  their  re- 
lations to  the  art  of  teaching ;  biographical  studies  of  great 
educators  and  criticism  of  their  work;  theory  of  education  as 
shown  in  the  scientific  tendency  and  psychological  conception  ; 
criticism  of  modern  systems  in  all  countries ;  American  educa- 
tion: successive  ideals  in  American  education,  growth  of  pub- 
lie  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin  and  develop- 
ment of  Normal  Schools ;  important  American  contributions 
to  the  literature  of  education.

— Study  of  simple  methods  for  the  de- 
tection of  mental  and  physical  defects,  physical  exercises  and 
their  adaptation,  plays  and  games,  recognition  of  contagious 
diseases  and  the  legal  requirements  for  isolation;  hygiene  of 
study ;  relation  of  hours  of  sleep  to  school  efficiency ;  school 
ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  drainage,  school  furniture  and 
its  relation  to  fatigue  and  mental  arrest.

sense  of  rhythm ;  education  and  civilization.

T.  Elementary  English. — Fundamental  principles  of  lan- 
guage, exercise  in  writino-  correct  forms,  sentence  analysis,  ex- 
ercises in  syntax. 

2.  Rhetoric  and  Composition. — Practice  in  oral  and  writ- 
ten expression;  principles  of  punctuation,  capitalization  and 
paragraphing;  functions  of  words,  phrases  and  clauses;  train- 
ing in  facility  in  grasping  the  thought,  wdien  spoken  or  read ; 
development  of  poise  and  independence  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher;  arrangement  of  work;  narration,  exposition,  descrip- 
tion ;  changing-  the  form  of  expressions. 
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3.  Literature.  General  siirvev  and  development  of  Eni^- 
Hsh  and  American  literature;  giving  a  knowledge  and  ap- 
preciation of  natural  tendencies  and  ideals ;  an  acquaintance 
with  periods  in  the  evolution  of  literature,  and  a  feeling  for 
the  nature  and  worth  of  literature  itself. 

4.  Grammatical  Methods. — Essential  things  to  be  noted ; 
best  way  of  bringing  things  l)efore  the  class ;  princinles  of 
technical  grammar;  professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  sub- 
ject. 

5.  Methods — Literaiiire. — Composition  ;  library  reading 
with  reports,  outlines,  essavs  and  discussion ;  appreciation  of 
literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  thus  developing  an  aim  in 
presenting  literature,  as  well  as  the  principles  controlling  the 
choice  of  literature  for  the  grades  ;  conversation  lessons ;  story 
telling;  outlines;  spelling;  art  of  criticism. 

6.  Oral  English. — Technique  of  reading ;  vocal  culture ; 
breath  control :  interpretation  ;  phonics  ;  debating  ;  argumen- 
tation ;  parliamentary  law. 

7.  Library. — Reference  work ;  construction  of  bibliogra- 
phies ;  how  to  select  school  libraries ;  library  methods  for  pub- 
lic schools ;  cataloging  of  books  ;  State  library  laws. 

IV.  History 

1.  Grecian  History. — Colk'ge  requirements  in  Grecian 
history,  including  a  brief  survey  of  the  life  and  institutions 
of  the  Egyptians,  the  Chaldeans,  the  Assyrians,  the  Hindus, 
the  Hebrews,  the  Phoenicians,  and  the  Persians.  Supple- 
mentary reading  and  literary  references.  Map  work.  Train- 
ing in  the  use  of  reference  libraries,  historical  atlases  and  note 
taking.  Satisfactory  note  book  and  maps  an  important  feat- 
ure of  the  course. 

2.  RojjuDi  History^. — College  requirements  in  Roman  his- 
tory, including  the  traditions,  the  early  kings,  the  republic, 
the  Empire,  the  ''Holy  Roman  Empire",  and  a  general  survey 
of  European  history  uo  to  the  Renaissance.  Special  study  of 
the  ideas  and  institutions  which  have  survived  in  later  Euro- 
pean history.  Supplementary  reading  and  literary  references. 
Training  in  use  of  reference  libraries,  historical  atlases  and 
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note  taking.  Map  work.  Satisfactory  note  books  and  mans 
an  important  feature  of  this  course. 

3.  English  History. — College  reouirements  in  English 
history,  includinof  a  brief  survey  (j|f  contemporary  European 
Histor}^  Study  of  ideas  and  institutions  peculiar  to  Anglo- 
Saxon  civilization.  Training  in  use  of  reference  libraries, 
historical  atlases  and  note  taking.  Map  work.  Satisfactory 
note  books  and  maps  are  an  important  feature  in  this  course. 

The  above  courses  are  designed  to  meet  state  and  college 
requirements  and  to  fit  the  student  for  pedagogical  courses  in 
history. 

4.  Pedagogy  of  History. — Place  of  history  in  modern 
school  curricula.  Aim  and  methods  of  teaching  history.  The 
philosophy  of  history.  Review  and  criticisms  of  text  books. 
Reading  one  volume  each  of  advanced  histories  of  Rome, 
Greece,  England  and  United  States.  Weekly  papers  and  in- 
dividual conferences  on  assignment.  Selection  and  use  of 
reference  libraries.  Practice  teaching  and  criticism  by  class 
or  instructor.  Final  thesis  on  course.  Three  lectures  weekly 
and  one  hour  of  practice. 

V.   Physical  Science 

PHYSICS. 

1.  General  Course  in  Physics. — Mechanics  of  solids,  li- 
quids, and  gases,  recitations  accompanied  by  experiments  and 
demonstrations ;  individual  laboratory  work ;  original  prob- 
lems; permanent  note  book  on  laboratory  work  and  original 
problems  required.    One  Semester. 

2.  Theories  of  sound,  heat,  light,  magnetism  and  electric- 
ity. Recitations  and  laboratory  work  same  as  in  Course  i. 
One  Semester. 

CHEMISTRY. 

I  and  2.  Double  Course. — Inorganic  chemistry;  study  of 
the  fundamental  laws  of  the  science;  detailed  study  of  the 
non-metallic  and  metallic  elements ;  practice  in  formulas  and 
equations;  solution  of  simple  chemical  problems;  tests  for 
common  metals.    Recitations  and  individual  laboratory  work. 
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with  permanent  notes  on  laboratory  work.  One  Semester  for 
each  Course. 

I.  Science  and  Methods. — The  more  elementary  parts  of 
Chemistry  and  Physics  will  be  covered  in  this  course,  special 
subjects  will  be  assigned  pupils  to  report  before  the  class,  the 
best  methods  for  collecting  material  and  preparing  simple  ap- 
paratus will  be  discussed.  This  course  will  be  especially 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  those  who  expect  to  teach  in  our  pub- 
lic schools,  and  is  intended  for  those  students  who  have  had 
one  year's  work  in  each  of  the  subjects  of  physics  and  chemis- 
try before  entering  the  Normal.    One  Semester. 

VI.    Biological  Sciences 

1.  Botany. — Starting  with  the  seed  the  life  history  of  the 
plant  is  studied,  work  done  by  different  organs  of  plant, — 
morphology  of  plants  studied  in  connection  with  their  func- 
tions, enough  work  in  classification  will  be  given  to  enable  the 
student  to  find  out  for  himself  the  names  of  unknown  plants, 
types  of  algae,  fungi,  mosses,  ferns  and  flowering  plants  taken 
up  in  order  to  get  some  idea  of  the  development  of  the  higher 
plant  life  from  the  lower.  The  methods  embrace  recitations, 
field  work,  assigned  reading,  and  experiments.    One  Semester. 

2.  Zoology. — A  type  study  of  animals  of  economic  im- 
portance in  the  community  of  California  or  in  Pennsylvania  so 
far  as  possible,  special  attention  given  to  the  animals  and  in- 
sects which  are  a  menace  to  garden,  farm,  orchard  and  forest. 
Geographical  distribution  of  animals.  Natural  selection  and 
survival  of  the  fittest :  comparison  of  the  lower  and  higher 
forms  of  animal  life,  enough  to  get  some  idea  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  higher  forms  from  the  lower.  Recitations,  field 
work,  and  reports  by  the  punils.    One  Semester. 

3.  Physiography. — The  general  phenomena  of  the  earth 
including  its  atmosphere,  surface  and  underground  waters,, 
configurations  of  the  land,  manifestations  of  its  interior  heat, 
distribution  of  plant  and  animal  life.  Recitations,  field  ob- 
servations of  the  physiographic  processes  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  school, — report  by  pupils  of  these  observations. 
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4.  Biolooy  and  Method. — A  general  summing  np  of  all 
previous  work  for  a  working  basis ;  discussions  of  the  values 
of  the  general  subject;  practical  work  in  collecting  and  ar- 
ranging material  by  the  pupils ;  lesson  plans  put  to  test  in 
model  lessons  before  the  class  with  training  school  pupils. 
The  economic  value  of  these  subjects  discussed. 

This  course  is  intended  for  those  pupils  who  have  had 
one  year's  work  in  biology  in  an  accredited  high  school.  One 
Semester. 

5.  Physiology  and  Hygiene. — Review  important  points  in 
human  anatomy  and  physiology  in  the  light  of  knowledge 
gained  from  physics  and  chemistry;  experiments  in  dissec- 
tion ;  hygiene  as  applied  to  public  schools ;  the  value  of  health 
to  school  and  state ;  physical  defects  and  disease  as  causes  of 
mental  dullness  and  moral  depravity;  physical  exercises; 
school  sanitation ;  ventilation,  etc. ;  cause  and  prevention  of 
disease  in  public  schools ;  modern  movements  tending  toward 
its  prevention,  as,  medical  inspection  and  free  treatment  of 
pupils  by  school  physician,  out-of-door  school  rooms,  the 
fisfht  against  consumption,  etc.  Study  school  and  health  re- 
ports;  formulate  simple  and  definite  rules  for  health  in  the 
school  room. 

6.  Nature  Study — Agriculture. — Purpose  and  aim  of 
nature  study;  human  interest  as  the  point  of  attack;  school 
gardens;  field  excursions*  arousing  the  snirit  of  inquiry  and 
the  desire  for  truth;  outlines  for  grade  work  in  the  study  of 
plants  and  animals  which  are  useful  and  pestiferous;  relation 
of  nature  study  to  civics;  home  p-ardening;  origin  and  nature 
of  soil ;  farm  crops ;  domestic  animals. 

VII.    Fine  Arts 

I.  History  of  Art. — Purpose:  a.  To  give  the  teacher  a 
broader  culture,  b.  To  furnish  him  useful  material  for  in- 
struction, c.  To  guide  him  in  the  selection  of  pictures  as 
helps  in  composition,  language,  history  and  geography,  d. 
With  the  ulterior  aim  that  through  the  teacher  the  public 
schools  may  become  an  important  factor  in  the  developing  of 
public  taste. 
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A  rapid  survey  of  the  field  of  modern  art,  particularly  in 
P'rance,  England  and  America.  Special  emphasis  upon  the  de- 
velopment of  painting,  sculpture  and  architecture  in  America. 

A  study  of  pictures  as  suited  to  primary  grades ;  those 
that  deal  with  child  life,  animals,  farm  occupations,  domestic 
scenes,  mother  love,  etc.  Adapted  to  this  study  are  the  works 
of  Reynolds,  Murillo,  Landseer,  Bonheur,  Mme.

— Handling  of  water  colors  and  colored 
chalk;  study  of  color  values,  painting  fruits,  vegetables,  flow- 
ers, landscape;  simple  illustration. 

5.  Design. — Principles  of  design,  design  in  outline,  two 
and  three  tones  and  color. 

6.  Clay  Modeling. — Study  of  form  and  construction,  re- 
lation to  other  forms  of  artistic  expression. 

7.  Practical  Work. — Drawing,  design,  color  work  and 
clay  modeling  studied  in  relation  to  making  and  applied  weav- 
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iiig,  card-board  construction  and  decoration  nature  work  ex- 
pression; memory  sketchinp-  and  other  rapid  work  at  bhick- 
board  for  school-room  illustration. 

8.  Pedagogical  Course. — Value  of  drawing,  painting  and 
modeling  in  educative  power ;  importance  and  place  in  public 
school  course,  relation  to  other  subjects;  study  of  guided  and 
unguided  artistic  expression  of  children;  study  of  different 
theories  and  methods  of  teaching.

— Elementary  rules  of  Grammar,  dictation,  and 
conversation  based  upon  French  customs,  literature  and  ge- 
ography. Selected  poems  memorized.  Reading:  Guerber's 
"Contes  et  Legendes"  and  "Mairet's  La  Tache  du  Petit 
Pierre". 

Course  3. — Grammar,  themes  based  upon  stories  read, 
conversation,  and  a  brief  survey  of  French  literature.  Read- 
ing: "Trois  Contes  Choisis",  "Madame  Therese",  and 
Moliere's  "Precieuses  Ridicules",  "Legouve  et  Labiche",  "Le 
Cigale  chez  les  Fourmis  La  Brete",  "Mon  Oncle  et  mon  Cure",, 
Victor  Hugo's  "Hernani". 
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IX.  Mathematics 

1.  Arithmetic. — Essentials  of  arithmetic,  as  an  introduc- 
tion to  algebra  and  geometry.  Reviews,  giving  those  students 
who  wish  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  county  examinations. 

2.  Algebra  I,  Elementary.    Algebra  II,  Advanced. 

3.  Plane  Geometry. — Covering  text-book  work,  together 
with  the  working  out  of  many  originals. 

4.  Solid  Geometry. — A  continuation  of  course  3,  based 
on  text-book  and  originals. 

5.  Higher  Algebra  and  Trigonometry. — Work  in  limits 
and  derivatives,  series,  imaginaries,  and  theory  of  equations. 

PEDAGOGICAL  COURSES  IN  MATHEMATICS. 

6.  Methods. — History  of  mathematics,  development  and 
presentation  of  matter  to  the  class ;  practice  lessons ;  princinles 
involved  in  the  different  branches.  Methods  of  questioning, 
course  of  study,  comparison  of  system  of  notations,  proper- 
ties of  numbers;  review  of  principles  of  the  various  branches 
taught  in  Elementary  and  High  Schools;  written  work;  drill 
work. 


X.    Commercial  Branches 

1.  Book-keeping. — Use  of  journal,  day-book,  ledger,  cash- 
book,  sales-book,  invoice-book.  Posting,  checking,  taking 
trial  balance  and  statements,  opening  ledger  accounts,  for- 
warding, closing  accounts.

— Study  of  products  of  all 
countries  from  an  economic  standpoint,  treating  United 
States  first  and  then  the  other  countries  of  the  world,  bring- 
ing out  points  of  interest  by  comparison  and  graphs. 
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4.  Commercial  Arithmetic— Rev iqw  of  the  principles  and 
processes  of  various  branches  taught  before  entering— rapid 
solution  of  problems,  short  cuts ;  much  drill  work  in  bank  dis- 
count, interest,  equation  of  accounts,  savings-bank  accounts, 
stocks  and  bonds,  insurance,  partial  payments. 

5.  Penmanship. — Rapid,  legible,  business  handwriting  is 
emphasized. 

6.  Latin,  I,  II,  English,  I,  II,  III,  French,  I,  II  and  Ger- 
man, I,  II,  same  as  outlined  in  normal  department. 

7.  Shorthand. — Course  I.  The  Standard  Benn  Pitman 
system,  slow  dictation,  much  reading,  emphasizing  accuracy, 
legibility  and  phrasing.  Course  II.  Much  rapid  dictation  and 
transcribing  of  notes.  An  acquaintance  with  terms  used  in 
all  the  different  lines  of  business,  such  as  railroad,  law  and 
collection,  insurance,  and  court  reporting. 

8.  Typewriting. — Course  L  Machine  mechanism.  Writ- 
ing short  letters,  slow  dictation,  copy  work.  Course  II. 
Rapid  dictation  tabulating,  transcribing  of  shorthand  notes  on 
machine,  much  practice  work. 

Touch  Typewriting. — This  method  gives  the  greatest 
speed  with  the  least  expenditure  of  nervous  energy,  also  en- 
abling the  operator  to  write  continuously,  and  get  wonderful 
results  in  increased  speed.  The  late  models  of  the  L.  C. 
Smith,  Underwood,  and  Remington  machines  are  used  in  the 
department. 

9.  Commercial  Law. — Contracts,  sales  of  personal  prop- 
erty, parties  to  a  sale,  promissory  notes,  negotiable  instru- 
ments, checks,  bailment,  agency,  innkeepers,  dissolution,  part- 
nershio,  corporations,  insurance,  real  estate,  deeds,  mortgages, 
landlord  and  tenant,  courts  and  their  jurisdiction,  pleading  and 
practice. 

10.  Money  and  Banking. — Ancient  and  modern  forms  of 
money — relation  of  money  to  trade,  industry  and  speculation, 
machinery  of  domestic  and  foreign  exchange,  study  of  stand- 
ards, mediaeval  and  modern  banks,  comparative  study  of 
practices,  clearing  house  system. 

II.  Political  Economy. — Fundamental  principles  of  eco- 
nomic science ;  modern  industrial  life ;  essential  applications 
of  economic  theory. 
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12.  Correspondence. — Punctuation,  capitalization,  letter 
heading,  introduction,  salutation,  body,  comnlimentary  closing, 
use  of  titles,  folding  letters,  postal  information,  writing  of 
different  kinds  of  business  letters. 

XI.  Music

Piano  Department 

PIANO  PLAYING.

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piano;  the  first  six  Sonatinas  by  Clementi :  Sonata  in  C  major 
by  Mozart;  "Album  for  the  Young",  Schumann.  Easy  arpeg- 
gios on  major,  minor,  diminished  and  augmented  triads  and 
inversions.  Scales  in  contrary  motion ;  chromatic  scales ;  en- 
semble music;  well  selected  pieces  by  the  best  composers  at 
the  discretion  of  the  teacher. 

Course  2. —  (Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Course 

1)  — Scales  in  canon  form;  scales  in  thirds,  sixths,  tenths  with 
legato  and  staccato  touch ;  broken  sixths  and  octaves ;  arpeg- 
gios in  all  forms ;  broken  chords,  exercise  in  finger  change  on 
any  given  key;  taccato  octaves.  Little  Preludes  by  Bach; 
Sonatas  by  Mozart,  Hayden  and  Beethoven ;  Two  Part  Inven- 
tions by  Bach;  Compositions  by  Weber,  Schubert,  Mendels- 
sohn and  others. 

Course  3. —  (Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Course 

2)  — Exercises  in  alternating  the  hands;  exercises  in  exten- 
sion and  for  developing  indeoendence  and  strength ;  exercises 
on  black  keys ;  advanced  octave  studies ;  selected  technical 
studies  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupil ;  Three  part  Inventions 
by  Bach ;  French  Suites  by  Bach :  Suites  by  Handel ;  Sonatas 
by  Scarlatti ;  representative  compositions  of  the  modern  ro- 
mantic school  not  involving  virtuoso  technic. 

Course  4. —  (Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Course 

3)  — Contiuation  of  scales  in  all  forms;  chords  of  the  seventh, 
ninth,  eleventh  and  thirteenth  in  arpep'gio  form  in  single  and 
double  notes.  Selected  Fugues  from  Bach's  "Wohltemnerites 
Klavier".  Glissando  exercises,  chords,  jumps  and  chance 
movements.

— Advanced  piano  students  who  are  candidates 
for  the  teacher's  certificate,  are  required  to  teach  two  periods 
per  week  in  the  Normal  Department  under  the  supervision  of 
the  director  of  the  department.

IV.    Model  School  Practice. 

The  work  of  the  first  three  years  in  the  gynuiasium 
and  on  the  athletic  field  is  designed  to  equip  the 
student  to  take  up  the  practice  work  in  the  model 
school.  Here,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the 
head  of  the  department,  seniors  take  charge  of  the 
physical  training  work  of  the  entire  eight  grades. 
In  accordance  with  the  outline  to  be  found  else- 
where in  this  volume  under  the  heading  "Physical 
Traininp-  in  the  Grades",  they  make  out  lesson 
plans.  It  is  so  arranged  that  each  student  in  the 
practice  group  has  an  opportunity  to  teach  in  pri- 
mary, intermediate,  and  advanced  grades. 


XIII.  The  Training  Department 

The  professional  work  at  California  centers  in  the  Train- 
ing School.  All  other  work  leads  up  to  this  as  the  real  end 
and  purpose  of  the  Normal  School.  Here  each  apprentice 
teacher  has  an  opportunity  to  gain  first  hand  knowledge  of 
child  life.  An  enrollment  of  more  than  four  hundred  offers 
ample  range  for  the  study  of  temperamental  differences.  The 
problems  of  discipline  and  school  management  arise  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  in  actual 
school  life. 
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T.  Practice  TcachiuL:^. — Each  grade  is  in  charge  of  one 
regular  training  teacher,  who  meets  the  members  of  his  or  her 
group  daily  for  the  frankest,  kindest  and  most  cordial  criti- 
cism and  helpful  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  day's  lessons. 
A  student  spends  the  equivalent  of  four  hundred  fifty  periods 
per  year  in  the  elementary  school.  From  twenty  to  thirty  min- 
utes is  given  to  teachino-  a  class,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
time  is  divided  between  miscellaneous  school  duties  conduct- 
ing study  periods,  individual  work  with  pupils  and  the  prep- 
aration of  materials. 

All  work  is  supplemented  bv  weekly  conferences,  held  for 
more  thorough  and  detailed  discussion  of  methods  and  aims, 
particular  lessons,  child  study,  etc. 

2.  Observation. — This  work  is  given  with  the  aim  of 
raising  the  quality  of  the  practice  teaching.  It  develops  and 
fixes  proper  ideals,  secures  some  knowledge  of  the  principles 
of  teaching,  and  produces  a  higher  general  efficiency. 

3.  Criticism  of  Practice  Teachers  and  Their  Work. — 
Those  without  experience  in  teaching  receive  the  needed  sug- 
gestions, encouragement  and  sympathetic  ap'^reciation  of  their 
difficulties  that  strengthen  them  and  give  them  a  glimpse  of 
the  real  problems  of  teaching;  while  those  who  have  already 
taught,  find  likewise  in  the  ideals  and  opportunities  at  hand 
a  new  stimulus  and  zest.

Features  of  an- 
cient and  mediaeval  life  which  show  how  the  movement  for 
discovery  and  colonization   originated;    Incidents  or  typical 
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characters  of  the  ancient  and  mediaeval  world,  sixth  grade ; 
Exploration  and  settlement  of  North  America  and  the  growth 
of  the  colonies  until  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian  War, 
seventh  grade ;  Organization  of  the  United  States ;  Political, 
Industrial  and  Social  Development;  Crisis  of  the  Republic; 
the  New  Union  and  Larger  Europe;  Elementary  Civics,  eighth 
grade.

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ADMISSION 
General  Conditions 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  at  least  seventeen  years 
of  aoe  and  must  present  certificates  of  good  moral  character. 
Tf  tliey  come  from  other  institutions  they  must  furnish  from 
such  institutions  certificates  of  honorable  dismissal  before 
they  will  be  admitted  to  examination,  or  before  consideration 
will  be  given  to  their  credentials  of  scholarship. 

Declaration 

Before  beinor  admitted  to  Normal  courses  all  applicants 
will  be  required  to  sign  the  following  declaration. 

We,   the   undersigned,   Students   of  the   State  Normal 

vSchool  of  the  District,  hereby  certify  that  we  are 

each  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  that  it  is  our  object  in 
attending  this  Institution  to  prepare  ourselves  for  the  duties 
of  teachers,  and  we  hereby  further  agree  to  teach  two  full  an- 
nual terms  in  the  common  schools  of  Pennsylvania. 

Purpose 

The  function  of  this  Normal  School  is  to  prepare  and 
qualify  teachers  for  service  in  the  public  schools  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Two  distinctive  lines  of  work  are  carried  on,  the  Aca- 
demic and  Professional.  The  Academic  courses  are  intended 
to  broaden  the  horzion  of  the  individual,  arouse  his  scholastic 
enthusiasm,  and  secure  the  highest  grade  of  mental  training 
and  alertness.  The  Professional  courses  includes  Historv  of 
Rducation,  Psychology,  Pedagogy  of  the  Common  school  sub- 
jects; Methods  of  Teaching;  Practice  in  the  Elementary 
school;  I'raining  of  the  Speaking  Voice*  School  Law,  School 
Economy,  S(diool  Organization  and  Management. 

Fitness  for  the  Work 

Good  heahh  is  a  prime  prerequisite  to  entrance  upon  a 
Normal  S'^hool  course  of  study.    While  the  work  is  not  too 
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exhaustive  for  a  person  in  ^ood  health,  yet  those  who  are  lack- 
ing in  physical  vigor  will  find  it  to  their  profit  to  delay  en- 
trance until  they  may  have  fully  recovered  from  all  physical 
weakness. 

The  qualification  of  mental  aptitude  is  as  fully  an  essen- 
tial characteristic  as  mere  physical  health.  It  is  always  to  he 
recognized  that  the  finest  scholar  does  not  necessarily  make 
the  most  successful  teacher,  hut  on  the  other  hand  the  Nor- 
mal School  does  not  pretend  to  form  capahle  teachers  of  those 
who  are  lacking  either  in  learning  or  the  skill  to  instruct  and 
manage  the  ordinary  pupil  of  the  elementary  school. 

Further,  the  Board  of  Instruction  does  not  assume  to  it- 
self infallihility  of  judgment  as  to  fitness  in  individual  cases. 
It  merely  intends  to  look  for  the  essential  characters  of  alert- 
ness, integrity,  love  for  work,  enthusiasm,  insi^iration,  energy 
that  never  wearies,  and  a  proper  conception  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  of  the  relation  of  the  schnol  \i^  the  individual  and  the 
commimity. 

Discipline 

The  aim  of  ihc  administration  is  to  lead  students  to  he 
self-governing.  The  relation  which  a  Normal  School  sus- 
tains to  the  State,  and  the  guarantee  of  self-control  which  it 
must  vouch  for  in  regard  to  its  students  compd  a  much  more 
rigid  and  careful  dailv  oversight  of  the  hahits  oi  students  than 
would  he  either  necessary  or  advisahle  in  institutions  of  a 
different  character.  This  school  can  in  no  measure  take  over 
the  function  of  a  reform  school.  Its  one  disciplinary  function 
is  to  offer  the  opportunity  for  young  men  and  young  women 
of  well  defined  purpose  and  age  to  cultivate  under  the  most 
favorahle  circumstances,  hal)its  of  good  order,  self-resnect,  and 
leadership.  Individuals  who  cannot  adapt  themselves  to  such 
an  atmosphere  will  find  it  necessary  to  seek  other  schools  for 
their  education.  Fitness  for  the  profession  of  teaching  is  the 
one  end  to  he  souglit,  and  any  person  who  cannot  comprehend 
such  an  ideal  is  a  misfit. 
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Students  Organization 

Durino-  the  last  two  years  the  student  1)0(ly  has  taken  over 
the  control  of  examinations.  A  representative  board  of  nine 
members  is  elected  by  popnlar  ballot.  This  board  passes  on 
all  matters  arising  in  connection  with  the  honor  system. 

The  Honor  System  Rules 

I.  The  Honor  System  herein  inaugurated  by  the  students 
of  tlie  Southwestern  State  Normal  School  at  California,  Pa., 
ri^quires  absolute  honesty  in  all  oral  and  written  class  work, 
in  all  examinations,  and  in  such  other  work  as  the  instructors 
sliall  assign  to  be  done  without  assistance.  This  honesty  ap- 
plies as  fully  to  the  giving-  as  to  the  receiving  of  illegitimate 
help. 

II.  It  is  the  duty  of  anyone  believing  that  a  breach  of  the 
Honor  System  has  been  committed  to  report  the  offender  to 
the  President  of  the  Student  Organization  Board;  after  which 
the  Board  shall  investigate  the  matter  as  quietly  and  speedily 
as  possible. 

III.  After  a  thorough  investigation  has  been  made  the 
Student  Board  shall  summon  the  accused  before  them  and  de- 
mand an  explanation  of  his  or  her  conduct.  The  Board  may 
at  its  discretion  warn  the  accused  as  to  future  consequences 
should  he  or  she  be  again  guilty  of  any  act  of  dishonesty. 

IV.  The  accused  shall  have  the  privilege  of  demanding  a 
hearing  before  the  Student  Board  at  any  time. 

V.  If  the  offence  is  repeated,  or  any  other  breach  of  the 
Honor  System  is  committed  by  the  same  individual  and  is  re- 
ported to  the  Student  Board  and  if  after  hearing  the  explana- 
tion, seven  out  of  nine  who  compose  the  Board  are  convinced 
of  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  and  shall  so  cast  their  votes  in  a 
secret  ballot,  this  shall  mean  that  the  decision  of  the  Board  is 
for  asking  the  student  to  withdraw  from  school.  The  Stu- 
dent I>oar(l  shall  then  report  their  desision  to  the  Principal  of 
the  school  for  final  action. 

VT.  In  the  trial  before  the  Student  Board,  if  necessary 
both  the  accuser  and  the  accused  shall  appear.  Only  such 
questions  shall  be  asked  as  tend  to  bring  out  the  facts.    If  the 
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accused  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  without  valid  ex- 
cuse to  the  President,  the  Board  shall  meet  and  render  its  de- 
cision without  a  trial. 

VII.  The  rules  of  the  Honor  System  shall  be  enforced  by 
the  Student  Board. 

The  Student  Organization  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
nine  members  to  be  elected  in  general  assembly  from  the 
various  classes  as  follows :  five  Seniors  for  one  year,  two 
third  year  for  two  years,  one  second  year  for  one  year,  one 
first  year  for  one  year. 

VIII.  The  officers  of  this  Board  shall  be  a  President  and 
Secretary  chosen  by  the  Board  from  among  their  own  number. 
The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  see  that  the 
work  of  the  board  is  carried  on  in  tlie  proper  way.  The  secre- 
tary shall  keep  full  records  of  all  the  proceeding's  of  the  board. 

IX.  All  written  work  shall  be  certified  according  to  the 
wording  of  the  followin.g  form,  which  shall  l)e  written  on  the 
completion  of  such  assignments  together  with  the  proper  sig- 
nature;  I  hereby  certify  that  I  have  neither  given  nor 

received  assistance  of  any  kind  in  the  work  herein  offered. 


Signature. 

No  paper  shall  receive  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
teacher  unless  it  is  ])roperly  certified  and  all  such  ]):ii)ers  shall 
be  passed  to  the  Student  Board  for  action. 

X.  Any  student  registered  in  any  department  of  this 
school  shall  be  subject  to  these  regulations. 

Every  student  in  the  school  shall  be  required  to  sign  a 
statement  that  he  or  she  has  become  familiar  with  the  forego- 
ing Honor  System  and  nledges  himself  or  herself  to  maintain 
it. 


Excuses 

No  excuses  for  absence  will  be  granted  in  cases  where 
regular  work  is  interfered  with,  unless  accompanied  by  a 
written  request  from  parents  or  guardians. 
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PHYSICAL  CULTURE  AND  ATHLETICS 

The  Normal  Gymnasium  is  a  large,  well  lighted  and  ven- 
tilated building-  fully  e(mipped  with  annaratus,  sueh  as  the 
vaultinn-  horse,  parallel  bars,  horizontal  bar,  elimbing  ladders, 
traveling  and  flying  rings,  hand  ball  board,  windows  screened 
for  basket  ball,  indoor  base  ball,  etc.,  a  laroe  number  of  tum- 
blinp-  mats,  chest  weight  machines  of  all  kinds,  Indian  clubs, 
bar  bells,  wands,  tug  of  war  rope  and  cleats,  spring  boards, 
vaulting  standards  and  poles,  nunching  bag,  etc. 

The  athletic  field  is  one  of  the  finest  grounds  in  this  part 
of  the  state  for  baseball,  football  and  track  athletics. 

The  aim  of  the  athletic  work  is  to  give  every  student  the 
chance  of  not  only  keeping  in  good  physical  health,  but  of 
building  up  the  body  by  systematic  training,  and  of  overcom- 
ing the  defects  brought  about  by  careless  habits  of  position 
and  movement,  also  in  the  vigorous  games  of  base  ball,  foot 
ball,  etc.,  to  develop  courage,  determination,  self-control,  ag- 
gressiveness, self-reliance,  obedience,  quickness  of  decision, 
united  action  as  well  as  agility,  strength  and  endurance,  qual- 
ities all  of  which  are  so  essential  to  a  team  member  and  to 
a  large  extent  throughout  life. 

Physical  Training  for  Women 

In  the  physical  training  work  for  the  young  women  of  the 
school,  health  and  grcnce  are  considered  the  goal,  in  reaching 
which  a  multitude  of  other  desirable  qualities  are  encouraged. 
The  course  is  about  equally  divided  between  educational  and 
recreative  work.  In  good  weather  outdoor  games  occupy  the 
time  while  durin^  the  winter  months,  Swedish  gymnastics, 
aesthetic  gymnastics,  work  in  hand  apparatus,  for  instance 
clubs  and  wands,  and  games,  form  each  day's  program. 

This  work  forms  a  nart  of  the  regular  course  and  a  phy- 
sician's certificate  is  rccjuired  from  any  student  unable  to  en- 
roll in  a  gymnastic  chiss.  New  pupils  are  requested  to  wait 
until  arriving  at  the  school  before  providing  themselves  with 
suits,  as  uniform  suits  are  required  and  they  are  supplied  at 
reasonable  prices  at  the  school. 
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Library 

The  frequent  and  systematic  use  of  the  hbrary  is  a  habit 
which  should  be  formed  and  fostered  by  the  school.  We  have 
over  seven  thousand  carefully  selected  books  displayed  in  a 
well  lighted  reading  room  centrally  located  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  main  building. 

In  the  children's  annex  of  the  library  the  student  teachers 
of  the  practice  school,  under  the  supervision  of  the  librarian, 
direct  the  reading  of  the  pupil. 

The  reading  room  affords  an  opportunity  for  the  students 
to  acquaint  themselves  with  current  literature.  Daily,  weekly, 
and  semi-weekly  papers,  magazines  and  reviews,  representing 
all  the  departments  of  social  and  industrial  activity  are  open 
to  the  inspection  of  all  students  daily. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY 

There  are  three  flourishing  Literary  Societies  at  the  Nor- 
mal, the  Clionian,  the  Philomathean,  and  the  Delphic.  The 
Delphic  Society  was  founded  in  September,  1905,  and  has 
made  for  itself  an  excellent  record  during  its  first  six  years. 
It  is  for  Junior  class  students,  and  its  meetings  are  held  in 
the  chapel. 

The  other  two  societies  have  worked  side  by  side  in 
friendly  rivalry  for  many  years.  Each  society  occupies  a  large 
and  beautiful  hall,  complete  in  all  its  appointments.  The 
weekly  exercises  are  of  a  very  interesting  character  and  afford 
to  the  members  a  most  valuable  literary  training.  Much  of 
the  success  of  the  California  Normal  graduates  is  due  to  the 
training  received  in  these  societies.  No  event  of  the  year  at 
California  is  quite  so  poT3ular  as  the  "Annual  Contest"  be- 
tween these  two  societies. 

Religious  Life  at  the  Normal 

The  religious  atmosphere  at  the  Normal  impresses  every 
one.  The  active  Christian  w^ork  of  the  students  and  faculty 
is  an  inspiration  to  every  new  student.  There  are  strong  or- 
ganizations of  the  Y.  M,  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C .  A .    Each  year 
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delegates  are  sent  to  summer  conferences.  A  healthy  moral 
atmosphere  should  surround  the  students.  While  the  author- 
ities of  this  school  avoid  everything  of  a  sectarian  nature,  they 
endeavor  in  every  proper  way  to  interest  students  in  Chris- 
tian work.  Devotional  exercises  are  conducted  on  the  morn- 
ing of  each  day  in  the  chapel.  Attendance  at  some  church 
service  in  town  on  Sabbath  morning  is  expected  of  all,  as  is 
also  attendance  at  Sabbath  evening  services  in  the  chapel.  In 
all  the  religious  services  of  the  school  students  are  encouragec 
to  take  an  active  part. 

Social  Life 

Several  receptions  are  held  each  term  that  students  may 
be  perfected  in  the  usages  of  good  society.  Frequent  talks 
are  given  to  the  pupils  on  social  forms,  personal  habits  and 
kindred  topics.  Constant  care  is  exercised  that  both  young 
men  and  young  women  may  have  a  wise  and  happy  develop- 
ment. At  least  twice  each  year  formal  dinners  are  given  witl. 
toastmaster  and  speeches.  These  accustom  our  young  people 
to  such  occasions  and  are  a  source  of  snecial  enjoyment.  The 
allotment  of  the  students  in  small  companies  at  separate  tables 
in  the  dining  room  makes  possible  occasional  social  affairs 
which  are  most  cheerful  and  homelike.  Teachers  and  students 
associate  freely  and  the  ancient  motto  obtains,  "Manners 
Makyth  Man".  ,  , 

Household  Department 

The  buildings  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity. Reception  rooms  and  parlors  are  conveniently  located, 
thus  foregoing  the  necessity  of  visitors  in  the  dormitories. 
Modern  fire  escapes,  electric  alarm  bells,  fire  hose  connected 
with  pumps  and  reservoir,  and  a  night  watchman  give  special 
protection  against  fire. 

The  students'  rooms  are  large,  light,  and  cheery.  They 
are  heated,  lighted,  caroeted,  newly  papered  and  provided  with 
dressing  case,  table,  spring  bed,  washstand,  and  wardrobe. 
Printed  regulations  governing  their  occupancy  are  posted  in 
each  room,  and  students   will  be  held   responsible   for  their 
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own  rooms,  and  any  injury  done  will  be  charged  to  the  occu- 
pants. Damages  of  a  general  nature  will  be  assessed  upon  the 
whole  school. 

The  dining  room,  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  is  spa- 
cious, well  ventilated,  lighted  by  electricity,  and  unusually 
pleasant.  The  table  commends  itself  by  abundance  of  su^iply. 
superior  quality  and  adaption  to  health.  The  teachers  board 
with  the  students,  and  while  such  order  is  required  as  ob- 
tains in  any  refined  home  the  cheerful  advantages  of  such 
daily  intercourse  have  large  educational  value. 

Teachers  room  in  every  hall  and  are  in  constant  and  close 
association  with  the  students.  Two  students  usually  occupy 
each  room. 

Daily  inspection  of  the  dormitories  is  made  by  a  trained 
nurse.  This  insures  proper  hygienic  oversight  as  well  as  the 
early  detection  of  ir-cipient  sympt^Mus  of  illness  among  the 
students.  In  cases  of  physical  indisposition  a  slight  charge 
will  be  made  for  all  trays  sent  to  rooms. 

The  call  of  a  nliysician  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  nurse 
and  all  bills  for  medical  attendance  will  be  rendered  and  col- 
Icct'.d  b-'  the  registrar's  office.

DEDUCTIONS. 
No  deduction  will  he  made  for  the  last  two  weeks  of  a 
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term,  or  for  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  spring  term.  Tal)le 
board  will  be  deducted  for  absence  for  three  consecutive 
weeks,  or  longer  on  account  of  personal  sickness. 

PAYMENTS. 

The  expenses  for  each  term  are  payable  at  the  opening  of 
the  term.  Payment  for  ])art  of  term  will  be  accepted  in  spe- 
cial cases  in  order  to  accommodate  patrons. 

Bills  may  be  paid  by  cash,  check,  or  postoffice  money  or- 
der. Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  ''S.  W, 
State  Normal  School". 

Board  at  above  rates  includes  fully  furnislied  rooms, 
steam  heat,  electric  light,  and  ordinary  washing.  Students 
furnish  their  own  napkins  and  towels.  An  extra  charge  of 
$i.oo  per  term  will  be  made  for  material  used  in  the  chemical 
laboratory. 

There  is  no  extra  charge  for  vocal  music  or  bookkeeping 
taken  in  the  regular  course  classes.
